From the CIA, which hasn't begun to really disclose, I have quite a few thousand 
pages. I also have about 20,000 on their mind-bending and drug experimentation. 

1 can^t estimate the number of pages I've obtained from the Archives and 
other places over the past dozen years but it is well into the multi-thousands. 

Of course I also have extensive files on the FOIA lawsuits that opened thi- 
al! up. The FBI's corruption in one of my 1970 cases led to the 197^ amending of the 

investigatory file exemption, as. you may remember from the debates and the Gesell 
decision this past January*
